Mrs. Daisy Ulrich Upie Grace was 
@iven a preliminary hearing before 
Ridley yesterday afternoon, 
who ordered her held for action by 
the grand jury under $7,500 bond on 
a charge of assault with intent to 
murder her husband on March 6. 

As soon as commitment papers were 
prepared Mrs. Grace went to the Tow- 
er with two of her attorneys and 
Bailif’ Barnes in & taxicab. Prepara- 
tions to make bond, it was stated, 
were then under way. Mrs. Grace de- 
cided to remain in the Tower for the 
right, however. 

Will Be Tried Soon. 

Action by the grand~jury 

Grace's commitment will probably 
come at once. In event of an indict- 
ment being returned her trial before 
the superior court will take place pos- 
sibly in May, though it may be con- 
tinued a month or two longer. 
_ Mrs. Grace’s trial was set for Tues- 
day morning at 10 o'clock, but when 
court convened the little hall was 
packed. AnuouaAcement of postpone- 
mient for a week was made, but in 
spite of that a crowd of more than 100 
people gathered for the hearing at 3 
o'clock, 

Throughout the testimony of her 
mother-in-law, to whom she its said to 
have been devoted, various friends 
and neighbors and her two former 
Servunts, Mra. Grace remained prac- 
tica.ly ummoved, so far as a casual 
giance could tell. 

An occasional rapid heaving of her 
breast, a tightening ¢T her clasped 
hands, a slight inclina¢ion of her head 
forward ae she failed to catch a word 
now and then, was all that showed 
her attention to what was going on. 

Speaks te Her Attorney. 

Once she turned to speak to J A. 
Branch, who gat beside her. This was 
during the statement of Martha Ruf- 
fin, her former cook, whose account 
of events on the morning of March 5 
is regarded as important by the prrose- 
cution. 

Mrs. 3. L. Hill, of Newnan, mother 
of Eugene Grace, was the only mem- 
ber of the family to testify. and she 
Struggled bravely through the ordeal. 
Quietly and clearly she told of the let- 
ters which preceded Mrs. Grace's ar- 
riva}] in Newnan for a visit during the 
time her husband was to have been 
away in Philadelphia. 

It wus cnly when she told of 
conversation with her dauehter-in- 
law, “who showed very little emotion,” 
that Mrs. Hill succumbed to her grief 
and cried silently while the men gath- 
ered about waited in sympathy until 
she should be able to proceed.

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WILSON SPEAKS 
AT AUDITORIUM 


Large Audience Hears Governor 
of New Jersey, 


“Government of a Few Years 
Hence Will Be by South- 
erners,”’ Says Candidate for 
the Presidential Nomina- 
tion. 


Gov. Woodrow Wilson, of New Jer- 
sey, the former president of Princeton 
university, and one of the candidates 
for the democratic nomination for 
president of the United States, ad- 
dressed a large number of Georgians 
at the Auditorium-Armory last night. 
He did not commit himself on the re- 
call, but talked briefly of’ other im- 
portant questions now before the pub- 
lic, 

The audience which greeted Gover- 
nor Wilson numbered about 4,000, 
though before his speech was ended 
there were not more than 2,500 per- 
sons in the Auditorium-Armory. The 
whole of the lower floor was filled 
With seated people, there were many 
in the first gallery, while in the sec- 
ond gallery there were probably 5600. 

When Judge George Hillyer, presi- 
dent of the Woodrow Wilson club of 
Fulton county, acting as temporary 
chairman, rose to introduce J. R. Smith, 
who was chairman of the meeting. the 
Stage was filled by more than 200 peo- 
pie, especially invited to sponsor the 
governor. Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, the 
wife of the candidate, in company with 
a number of prominent Atlanta wo- 
men, occupied a box. Judge Hillyer'’s 
speech was very brief. He was fol- 
lowed by Chairman Smith. Mr. Smith 
spoke at length, detailing his hopes for 
a democratic president and lauding 
Governor Wilson. He also paid a trib- 
ute to Oscar Underwood and praised 
the Alabamian for His statesmanship. 
Chairman Smith then introduced Sen- 
ator Hoke Smith, the man he was in- 
Strumental in defeating for governor 
several years ago. 

“Underwood Not In It.” 

The senator began by recounting the 
virtues of the New Jersey governor, 
then declared that the race for the 
democratic nomination for president is 
between Wilson and Champ Clark and 
that Underwood cut no figure in the 
battle at all. 

Senator Smith predicted that the 
states which are now solidly for other 
candidates would turn to Wilson in 
the Baltimore convention, and that the 
doubtful states upon election day will 
all wo for the professor. After claim- 
ing every democratic state in the 
union, gs well as the variable states, 
the junior senator from Georgia turned 
his attention to the commonwealths 
which are noted repubiican strong- 
holds. He said that Pennsyivante 
would be carried by the Jersey gover 
nor in the national n, that 
Maine would be a landslidé and that the 
western states would tumble over ond’ 
anot’ o get into the Wilson column. 

_vvernor Wilson wag greeted with 
cheers which lasted for more than 
half a minute, and began his speech 
with reminiscences of his early days 
in Georgia After a short account of 
the time when he was but a young 
attorney in a big state, he turned to 
his real theme. 

South Will Be Strong Facter. 

“The people in thé south today 
should congratulate themselves that 
they are living in the south,” he said. 
“They and the generations which will 
follow will be strong factors in Ameri- 
can life and politics. It is the section 
which has for so long been an uncon- 
sidered factor which will in future 
years be dominant. The government 
of a few years hence will be by south- 
erners. 

“In Georgia politics you seem to 
have no rings, no grasping men who 
control every act. of the legislature. 
The reputation of the state of New 
Jersey mortified us who lived there, 
and we sought for a remedy. In the 
halls of the capitol were men who ab- 
solutely owned the legislative bodies,

Of definite news of the dis- 
aster the night added little. 
S68 Lives Saved From Sea. 

Down the Atlantic coast, fog-enve)- 
oped in many places, as the reports 
showed, crept the Cunarder Carpathia 
bearing on her the 868 lives that had 
been snatcheg from the water when 
the Titanic’s lifeboats, laden to their 
limit, one by one meade their way from 
the giant liner as it became known 
that she was soon to take her fatal 
plunge. 

But although the rescue ship was 
reported within wireless range of the 
Sadie island station at a comparatively 
early hour and every wireless car was 
waiting to oatcoh the snap of a re- 
ceiver whteh might mean that the 
@reat secret of the liners death was 
about to be given up, midnight came 
and went, and the night began to 
grow old—and etill the word had not 
been spoken. 

Record of Named Survivors. 

Carefully compiling the available 
HMete, the record of the named surviv- 
ors of the disaster stands significantly 
thus: 

Men, 79. 

Women, 288. 

Children, 16. 

Total, 328. 

Of the remaining 540 known surviv- 
ors, it is estimated that not more than 
100 were seamen requiréd to man the 
boats. This would leave approximate- 
ly 440 and in the ordinary proportions 
of women and children in the steerage, 
where the passengers in the Titanic’s 
care numbered 710, 
that the greater part of these 440 were 
women and tneir Mttle ones. 

Heroism of Men Passengers. 

Nothing could show more plainly 
the heroism of the crew and the men 
passengers who stood by the doomed 
ship, facing practically inevitable 
death, and sent the womén and chil- 
dren away in the \Ilifeboats. 
would have to be left; that 
certainty. Hundreds, in fact, 
left. But to all appearances the men 
who were left stayed behind deliber- 
ately, calmly stepping aside to let the 
weaker ones, those to whom they 
owed protection, take their way to

“Sinking by the head. Have cleared 
boats and fflled them with women 
and children.” 

- This was the final message these 
brave men sent the world, for it was 
directly afterward that their wireless 
signals sputtered and then stopped al- 
together. 

Men Died for Women.

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NO HOPE FOR BRAVE ARCHIE BUTT; 
TAFT SORROWFUL BUT HE KNOWS

Washington, April 16.—The flicker- 
ing hope that Major Archibald Butt, 
well known throughout the country as 
President Taft's and former President 
Roosevelt's military aid, and Clarence 
Moore, the Washington capitalist and 
social leader, had been saved from the 
tragic wreck of the Titanic fled from 
Washington today when the list of the 
rescued was made public. The names 
of neither Major Butt nor Mr. Moore 
appeared from those who have been 
saved 

Ae “he result of a day of telegraph- 
ing and long distance telephoning, the 
white house admitted that there was 
little hope that Major Butt had been 
saved. It was believed that, if there 
were any hope some message would 
have been received. With the knowl- 
edge that the white house would be 
waiting for a word from him, it is be- 
lieved to be inconceivable that Major 
Butt should be on the Carpathia and 
yet remain silent. Major Butt at one 
time was the Washington correspond- 
ent for several southern newspapers. 
He formerly lved in-Augusta, Ga. 

Taft Grieves for Archie Butt. 

The Titanic disaster has deeply 
shocked Washington. In half a dozen 
homes there is despair over some 
prominent member of the family who 
is believed to be entombed in a ten 
million dollar mausoleum under 2,000 


President Taft's grief over the fate 


of Major Archibald W. Butt, his mill- 
tary aide, is sincere and genuine. To 
Visitors today he confided his affection 
for the gallant young olffcer, and says 
the shock of his loss was as great as 
though it had actually sonenen his own 
family. 

The president was at the theater last 
night when he learned of the disaster. 
He returned immediately to the white 
house and got in touch with the White 
Star officers in New York and made a 
personel request of the head of the 
company for news of Major Butt. 

At noon today the following 
sage was received: 

“The White Star Line Company has 
searched its Mst of survivors for the 
name of Major Archibald W. Butt. We 
regret to say his name does not appear 
up to the present time among those 
known to be saved,” 

Robbed of Last Hope, 

The message robed the president and 
his family of the last remaining hope 
that’ his military aide had escaped the 
terrible marine disaster. 

Those who best knew Archie Butt 
and his innate spirit of gallantry pre- 
dicted that he would be one of the last 
to leave the Yated ship. . 

The universal comment was, “I bet 
he died like a man.” Hundreds of 
anxious inquiries have been received 
at the white house all day from mili- 
tary officers and members of Washing- 
ton’s most exclusive social colony, ask- 
ing if any reply had been received to 
the president’s message of inqulry.

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ONLY 20 BOATS ON TITANIC; 
JUST ENOUGH:TO ACCOMODATE 
HALF THE PEOPLE ON THE SHIP

Washington, April 16.—(Specital.)j— 
“It was an outrage that the finest 
steamehip afloat should have been 
sent on its maiden trip without a full 
compiement of lifeboats sufficient to 
permit every passenger and member 
of the crew to leave the ship,” said 
Senator Bacon, of Georgia, today in 
speaking of the Titanic disaster. 

The Georgia senator has crossed the 
sea many times and is decidedly of 
the opinion that adequate provision 
for the safety of the passengers is 
more vitally important than luxurious 
finishings and sacrifices for speed. 
While lifeboats take up room, there 
comes a time, as in the case of the 
Titanic, when they are worth every- 
thing, he said. 

To Force Carrying of Boats. 

Representative Hardwick, of Geor- 
gia, introduced in the house a bill to 
provide that no ship should be allowed 
to enter an American port that did 
not have an adequate number of life- 
boats to take off the entire number of 
human beings on board. 

Senator Martine, of New Jersey, 
bitter in his denunciation of the craze 
for speed which sent the ship on the 
northern route, where the danger of 
injury from icebergs was imminent, 
and had been so reported by the 
Titanic herself. He will introduce to- 
morrow a resolution requesting the 
president to call an international con- 
ference of all maritime nations to dis- 
cuss an agreement new lanes of travel 
across the north Atlantic. 

He would also make provision for 
safety appliances and particularly an 
adequate number of lifeboats.

NO SHIP REQUIRED TO CARRY 
BOATS TO ACCOMMODATE ALL 
New York, April 16.—Statistica] in- 
formation of the life saving apparatus 
of the Olympie, sister ship of the Ti- 
tanic, was given out today by the bu- 
reau of information of steam vessels. 
Figures for the Titanic are not avail- 
able, but as the two ships are almost 
identical in size it is not Iikely that 
their life-saving equipment materially 
differs. 
The Olympic has sixteen life boats 
and four rafts calculated to accom- 
modate 1,171 people. This means about 


one-third of the total number of pas- 
sengers and crew together, which is 


3,447, can be accommodated. It was 
stated at the Dureau that no ship its 


4 required to have sufficient boat room 


to accommodate all its complete pas- 
senger and crew list. 

The Olympic carries 3,455 life pre- 
servers and forty-eight life buoys, and 
these equipments are made in compli- 
ance with the regulations of the Brit- 
ish Board of Trade. The United States 
bureau has no power except to see 
that each steamship meets the require- 
ments of its home government. 


ONLY TWENTY BOATS CARRIED 
BY THE UNFORTUNATE TITANIC 


London, April 16.—In response to a 
telegram of inquiry as to the number 
of boats carried by the Titanic, and 
how many persons they would accom- 
modate, the White Star Company at 
Liverpool sent the following message: 

“The . Titanic had twenty boats, 
which is in excess of the official re- 
quirements.”

New York, April 16—Only a taint hope remains tonight that 
any of the 1,302 passengers and crew*who have been missing since 
the giant Titanic sank have been picked up by trans-Atlantic liners. 
The 868 survivors rescued from lifeboats by the Cunarder Carpathia, 
now on her way to this city, are the only known saved. 

The brief and meager wireless messages that came to hand 
today practically extinguished hope that some of the ill-fated pas- 
sengers may have been picked up at sea by the steamships Virginian 
and Parisian of the Allan line. Both of these steamers sent word 
that they had none of the Titanic’s survivors on ‘board. 


NAMES OF ONLY 326 OF SURVIVORS 


HAVE BEEN RECBIVED BY WIRELESS 


Of the 868 persons rescued by the Carpathia, the names of 326 
had been received by wireless up to 4:30 o'clock. The Carpathia 
evidently was out of wireless range toward noon, for after that 
efforts to reach her with wireless communications were futile and 
a score or more of messages from the Cunard company and other 
sources were unanswered. - 

At 5 o'clock this afternoon Vice President Franklin, of the 
White Star Line, said that so far as he knew the Olympic was still 
standing by the Carpathia to relay wireless messages. ‘ He added: 
that he had received no word from the Olympic since 9 o'clock 
this morning and had been unable to get-either the Carpathia or 
the Olympic by wireless communication. Mr. Franklin said also 
that the steamships crossing the Atlantic had entered into an 
agreement to abandon the short northern route in favor of the 
southern route as long as icebergs were reported in the pathway 
of the former course.

All day long tearful and anxious throngs swarmed the offices 
of the White Star Line and overflowed into Broadway, stopping 
traffic at times and keeping police reserves busy maintaining order. 

Colonel John Jacob Astor is believed to be among the missing. 
His wife and her maid are safe on the Carpathia. Isador Straus, 
the millionaire merchant; Benjamin Guggenheim, the copper mag- 
nate, and Edgar J. Meyer, vice president of the Braden Copper 
Company, are still unaccounted for, as are Major: Archibald Butt, 
Jacques Futrelle, the author, W. T. Stead, the English writer, and 
others. 

- Whether Charles M. Hays, president of the Grand Trunk Yail- 
way, was saved was not known tonight. His name was not among 
those reported rescued by the Carpathia. A Canadian dispatch 
early in the day stated that Mr. Hays was saved. His wife and 
daughter were rescued. 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN WERE FIRST; 
MEN ON TITANIC ACCEPTED DEATH 


Wireless reports say the Cunarder Carpathia has on board 868 
survivors, the total thus far accounted for. She is steaming for 
New York and should arrive on Friday. The rescued passengers 


drifted in lifeboats for many hours before succor came. 


Although 868 souls are reported to be on the Carpathia, it is 
apparent that all of them are not passengers, for 1t was necessary | 
for members of the Titanic’s crew to man the lifeboats which set | 
out from the sinking liner. How many of the crew were assigned 
tc each boat is a matter of conjecture. A similarly unsettled matter 
is the percentage of first-class those saved.

Captain Wanted More Boats. 

Chicago, April 16.—That Captain Ed- 
ward J. Smith, of the Titanic, believed 
the steamer was not properly equipped 
with lifeboats and other life-saving 
apparatus and that he protested with- 
out success against lack of precaution 
was the statement made by Glenn 
Marston, a friend of the captain, here 
tonight.

A wireless dispatch received early 
today at Boston, which was relayed by 
the Olympic from the Carpathia, stated 
that the Carpathia had 868 of the Ti- 
tanic’s passengers on board, mostly 
women and children, concluding with 
the words: 

“Grave fears are felt for the safety 
of the balance of fhe passengers and 
the crew.” 


Thrilling Experiences, 

The brief wireless dispatches receiv- 
ed so far show thut the passengers 
and crew passed through thrilling ex- 
periences from the very moment that 
the Titanic crashed into the iceberg 
in the dead of night until the Carpa- 
thia, several hours later, reached the 
scene and rescued the survivors from 
life boats floating in a sea of ice. The 
collision occurred at a time when most 
of the passengers had retired or were 
about to go to bed. The shock of the 
collision sent many of the pagsengers 
to the decks partly dressed. 

A wireless dispatch came 
Camperdown, N. 8S., saving 
passengers were ordered to the life- 
boats at once and that many were 
scantily c'ad as they took their places 
in the boats. This would indicate that 
the Titanic’s condition was such that 
no time could be spared to return to 
state rooms for additional clothes. 

Danger still confronted even those 
who were so fortunate as to be put 
aboard the lifeboats. Huge quanti- 
ties of ice covered the ocean, a wire- 
less dispatch says, and in the darkness 
the crews had to guide their boats 
With the greatest care to prevent be 
ing jammed and overturned. The ice 
Was so heavy that the lifeboats could 
not force their way through it and as 
@ result the boats finally became sep- 
arated.

Air Was Biting Cold.

From early morning until late to- 
night pathetic scenes were’ witnessed 
in lower Broagiway and in Bowling 
Green Park; opposite the steamship of- 
fices. Hundreds of anxious inquiries 
were received also by long distance 
telephone. 

Multitudeg remained in the vicinity 
of Bowling Green throughout the day 
hoping against hope their loved ones 
were included among the survivors on 
beard the Carpathia, which is now 
speeding to New York with the pas- 
sengers who were rescued from the 
lifeboats after the Titanic sank. 

There Was No Information. 

Clerks in the White Star officeg were 
kept busy imforming those seeking 
news that no information had been 
received from either the Carpathia or 
the Olympic. The incomplete Hst of 
survivors was posted at the entrance 
of the White Star offices. Those who 
failed to find the namea of their kin 
or friends in this list could only hope 
that when the complete roster of the 
rescued was received it would bring 
welcome news. 

When word reached the scores of 
men and women crowded into the nar- 
row corridors of the offices that Vice 
President Franklin, of the Interna- 
tiona] Marine Company, had announcea 
that he wag confident that the Vir- 
<inian and the Parisian, of the Allen 
Line, had none of the Titanic’s pas- 
Sengers on board, an atmosphere of 
deep depression prevailed. 

Newspaper men were besieged by 
the anxious inquirers who could not 
believe that the White Star officials 
were giving out all newg of the dis- 
aster. 

Vice President Franklin was locked 
in his private office throughout the 
day and few persons were permitted 
to see him. 

Mrs. Guggenheim Hysterical. 

Mrs. Benjamin Guggenheim, wife of 
the smelter millionaire, was one of 
the first visitors in the forenoon. 
When informed that no word had been 
received of her husband she became 
hysterical. 

“Isn't there something than can be 
done? Can't you send steamships out 
to search for lifeboats which may yet 
be afloat,’ she appealed. 

She was told that every steamship 
within the zone of wireless had been 
requested to give assistance. After she 
had been assured that she would be 
notified by telephone as soon as any 
word came from the Carpathia or the 
Olympic, Mrs. Gugeenheim was assisted 
to her automobile and returned to her 
hotel.

Eager for Every Bit of News. 

Scores of boys were calling out extra 
newspapers announcing that more than 
two-thirds of the Titanic’s passengers 
had lost their lives, and so anxious 
were waiting crowds for every bit of 
news bearing on the disaster that they 
bought the newspapers and scanned 
the Hist hoping that the one in whom 
they were interested might be found 
among those who had been rescued, 

After having waited in Bowling 
Green Park for more than fifteen hours, 
Mrs. W. A. Wheelock, of this city, was 
summoned when the first list of names 
of the survivors came by wireless. She 
was told that her niece, Mrs. Db. W. 
Marvin, who, with her husband, was 
returning from her honeymoon, had 
been saved, but that no word had been 
received as to the fate of Mr. Marvin. 
Later in the day Mr. Marvin's mother 
and father called in quest of some news 
of their son. 

Telegrams of inquiry were received 
from President Taft and from scores 
of other public officials in Washing- 
ton and other cities, Many cable 
messages came from London and 
Paris. 

Crewd at Bulletin Boards. 

In uptown New York, wherever 
means of information were avalilable, 
the clamor for news was no less in- 
sistent. The streets in front of bulle- 
tin boards were thronged with crowds 
eager to get the latest news and 
watching tntently for the appearance 
of names of relatives or friends for 
whose fate they feared. Similar con- 
ditions prevailed in the lobbies of the 
more prominent hotels, where lists of 
passengers reported saved from the 
Titanic were posted. 

Memorial services for those who 
have lost their lives in the sinking 
of the Titanic will be held next Sun- 
day morning in the cathedral of St. 
John the Divine. Bishop’ Greer will 
make an address and there will be 
special music. 

Vice President Franklin was criti- 
cized today for his definite reassuring 
declarations of yesterday, which tend- 
ed, as alleged, to mislead the public, 
Mr. Franklin this afternoon gave to 
the public the full text of the wire- 
less message received from Captain 
Haddock of the Olympic yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 

Why He Suppressed News. 

“The reason I did not give it out 
last night,’’ Mr. Franklin said, “was 
because it was so discouraging that I 
felt that it would not be right to alarm 
the public unnecessarily. Now that 
the worst is Known, I am willing to 
give it out. Here it is:

London, April 16.—The king, in a 
message to the White Star company 
and the prime minister, in the house of 
commons today, appropriately express- 
ed the nation's sense;of poignant sor- 
row at a calamity which wag im- 
pressed on the public mind almost in 
an unprecedented manner, not only be- 
cause of the terrible nature of the dis- 
aster to the Titanic, but by reason of 
the peculiar circumstances surround- 
ing it. 

The first hopeful wireless messages 
leading to the belief that all had been 
Saved—the origin of which is now a 
matter of anxioug speculation—then 
the sudden dashing of hopes tended in 
a most dramatic way to raise public 
interest to a pitch of the greatest in- 
tensity. 

Hopes Were Dissipated. 

As the day passed and hopes that 
there might prove to be further sur- 
vVivors on other liners were gradually 
dissipated, the British public began tv 
realize the dreadful nature of the ca- 
tastrophe, the scenes of horror that 
must have occurred in the few hours 
between the moment the liner struck 
and when she went down, and the anx- 
ious hours of the survivors in the 
boats. 

Pathetic scenes were enacted all day 
at the offices of the White Star com- 
pany, the hotels and other places 
where friends of those abvard the ill- 
fated vessel had gathered waiting for 
news. All other topics were complete- 
ly dwarfed. Parliament discussed 
home rule, but that question for the 
moment had no interest for a public 
face to face with such an appaling dis- 
aster.

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DESIGNER OF GIANT TITANIC 


London, April 16.—-Alexander Car- 
lisle, designer of both the Titanic and 
Olympic, in an interview said: 

“T never thought there was such a 
unsinkable ship, When 
the news first came that the Titanic 
was sinking by the head I thought it 
likely that she would reach port. The 
fact that she sank within four hours 
after the impact with the ice indicates 
that side was torn out.” 

The apparent fact that the Titanic’s 
boats were not sufficient to accommo- 
date the ship's personnel is causing 
much comment here, although the 
papers are chary of discussing the sub- 
ject. The law does not provide the 
number of boats the largest ships shall 
carry. It only applies to those ves- 
sels displacing up to 10,000 tons, as it 
was passed before the present big ships 
had been designed or built. 

Not Enough Boats. 

Mr. Carlisle added:

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WEAK POINT IN TITANIC DESIGN 
SHOWN BY ENGINEER OFFICER 


Washington, April 16.—Many naval 
officers in Washington today were 
consulted informally over the plans of 
the Titanic to develop individual the- 
ories as to the cause of her sinking, 
notwithstanding her numerous water- 
tight bulkheads. 

One of the engineer officers declared 
the weak point in the ship's design 
was a long central passageway run- 
ning from the fire rooms forward to 
the collision bulkhead. At the fore 
end of this passage was a ladder 
whereby the firemen ascended from 
the fire rooms to their quarters on an 
upper deck, 

lt was the theory of the officer that 
the force of the collision started the 
plates at the end of this passage, and 
that the great rush of water prevented 
the closing of the door in the bulKhead 
leading into the fire 100ms, With the 
rooms filled, in addition to the 
compartments smashed by the 
against the ice, the ship would 
not have retained sufficient flotative 
power to ensure safety.

Homeric tragedy looms above the sinking of the “Titanic.” 
Imagination reels in grasping the dimensions of the drama, enacted 
on the quiet sea, death creeping ever closer upon wealth and pov- 
erty, upon lovers fresh from the altar, upon the saint and sinner, 
the flotsam and jetsam that throng these palaces of the ocean. 
Let us have gratitude that, in so far as the tidings have come, the 
highest traditions of the race were preserved. Most of the women 
and children appear to have been saved. By dint of what sacrifice, 
of what coercion of that beast which rises in man when self-preser- 
vation urges, may be surmised only. And when the vessels which 
would have borne\all away in safety to home and light, and love 
and laughter—brought up panting and tumbling—only the satiric 
cadence of the waves and bits of wreckage bobbing innocently in 
the swell, told the awiul tragedy.

Steps to Eliminate Pest Taken 
at Meeting of State Asso- 
ciation at Augusta. 


Augusta, Ga., April 16.—(Special.)— 
Dr. E. E. Murphey, chairman of the 
Augusta board of health, was elected 
president of the State Association of 
Health Officers at the annual meeting 
in Augusta today. <A. V. Wood, of 
Brunswick, active in health work, was 
elected secretary-treasurer. The meet- 
ing was one of the most enthusiastic 
and progressive in the history of the 
association. 

Active steps are.to-bhe taken to safe- 
guard the state from epidemics spread 
by the mosquito. Mr. Wood, of the 
Brunswick board of health, read a 
most interesting paper on “The Sue- 
cesses of the Brunswick Board in Elim- 
inating This ‘Carrier’ in That City.’ 
This system will probably be adopted 
by towns on the seacoast, but is im- 
practical for cities or communities tn 
the higher part of the state, according 
to the health officers. 

Resolutions urging 
clans’ association in the state use 
every influence to get the passage of 
the Owens bill, now before the house, 
were adopted. The Owens bill ts one 
to authorize the establishment of a 
national health board. A similar reso- 
lution was passed regarding the Ellis 
bill in the genera] assembly.
